experience an older life, touched through selfsame quality with a certain bitterness and doubt 
struggles with the same antagonisms. Both are ‘‘ square pegs’’ as regards the ordinary 
grooves to which they are expected to adapt themselves ; for a time they are also square pegs 
’ as regards their relation to each other. The outcome of the story seeks to make obvious the 
simplicity of possible solutions by sincere and loyal action,—such as Estabel denominates 
‘‘ behaving one’s self, instead of somebody else.’’

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SARA Y. STEVENSON 


Although a Philadelphian by blood, Mrs. 
Cornelius Stevenson, author of ‘‘ Maximilian 
in Mexico,’’ was born in Paris, where she was 
educated. She knew little English until the 
age of seventeen. At that time she joined her 
family in Mexico, where she resided during 
the four years of the French Intervention and 
the reign of Maximilian. 

In 1868 she came to Philadelphia, and there 
was married in 1870 to Cornelius Stevenson, 
Esq., a member of the Philadelphia bar. 
Since then she has lived in Philadelphia, and has 
taken a serious interest in its educational and 
municipal progress. Always a student of 
archeology, Prof. F. W. Putnam of Harvard 
University, first urged her to make a practical 
use of her acquirements, and Dr. William 
Pepper, Provost of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, gave direction to her energies. 

In 1889 she became a manager of the newly 
established Museum of the University of 
Pennsylvania which, later was formed into a 
department of the University. She subse- 
quently became its secretary, as well as the 
Curator of its section on Egypt and the 
Mediterranean. 

In 1890 she lectured at Association Hall in 
Philadelphia on ‘‘ Egyptian Religion,’’ ina 
course on Ancient Religions delivered by pro- 
fessors from various Eastern universities. 
This was her first public appearance. In 1893 
Mrs. Stevenson was appointed a member of 
the Jury for Ethnology at the Columbian 
Exposition of Chicago, and was elected vice- 
president of the jury by her colleagues. In 
that capacity she was thrown into close con- 
tact with the foreign delegates and was able to 
render important service to Philadelphia by 
co-operating with Dr. W. P. Wilson in his 
effort to secure the material necessary to form 
the Philadelphia Commercial Museum. When 
that institution was established by the City 
Councils, she was appointed one of its trus- 
tees, and recently, when the National Export 
Association was organized with a view to 
carrying out the National Export Exposition, 
she was invited to become one of its directors. 

In 1894 the Civic Clubof Philadelphia was 
established, and Mrs. Stevenson was elected 
its president. The same year she was elected 
president of the Acorn Club, a purely social 
organization. It was at her suggestion that the 
dignified new building known as the Free Mu- 
seum of Science and Art of the University of 
Pennsylvania was planned and erected by Dr. 
Pepper. In 1894, the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, in recognition of her services, bestowed 


upon her the degree of Sc. D., this being the 
first honorary degree conferred upon a woman 
by that institution. Her name was also the 
first woman’s name to find a place upon the 
Harvard calendar, in 1894, when she was 
invited to deliver a lecture at the Peabody 
Museum upon earliest Egyptian monuments. 

In addition to these varied responsibilities, 
Mrs. Stevenson is Secretary of the American 
Exploration Society, President of the Penn- 
sylvania branch of the Archzological Insti- 
tute of America, Fellow of the Association 
for the Advancement of Science, and a mem- 
ber of the American Philosophical Society, 
and of the American Oriental Society. In 
1897 she was sent to Rome on a special 
mission for the Department of Archzeology of 
the University of Pennsylvania, and in 1898 
to Egypt for the American Exploration 
Society and the City of Philadelphia, in con- 
nection with archeological work in the Nile 
Valley. 

Her interest in city affairs is so thoroughly 
recognized that in 1896, when ex-mayor 
Warwick appointed a Citizens’ Advisory 
Committee to consult with him with regard to 
the $11,000,000 loan bill, by means of which 
the more urgent needs of the municipality 
were to be met, he invited Mrs. Stevenson to 
become a member. She has recently been 
appointed by the Governor of Penwsylvania a 
member of the State Commission to-the Paris 
Exposition in rgoo. 

Besides the important practical work in 
which she has been engaged, Mrs. Stevenson 
has written a number of articles and papers on 
scientific subjects published in the transactions 
of learned societies, as well as many addresses 
and reports on civic and other subjects.

In answer to the usual inquiry of Book 
NEws to the authors of new works published 
monthly under ‘‘ Aims and Autographs,” 
Mrs. Cornelius Stevenson says in regard to 
her purpose in writing ‘‘Maximilian in 
Mexico ”’: 

I had long intended to write my recollec- 
tions of the French Intervention in Mexico. 
The lack of information usually met with in 
this country with regard to its history had im- 
pressed upon me the usefulness of such a nar- 
rative. It is, however, probable that the effort 
would have been indefinitely postponed had I 
not been bidden to a dinner given to Mr. Rich- 
ard Watson Gilder and Dr. Edward Everett 
Hale on the occasion of the opening of the 
Summer School for teachers at the University 
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of Pennsylvania. I forget how the subject of 
Maximilian’s Empire was introduced. All I 
remember is that I returned home that night 
pledged to write my reminiscences for the 
Century. 

When the articles appeared in 1898 the com- 
plications of our foreign policy had resulted in 
the Spanish war. Once more the Latin and 
Anglo-Saxon were struggling for position in 
Central America. Once more one heard of 
the Monroe doctrine, of Anglo-Saxon greed 
and of French antagonism. Bearing in mind 
the past, the attitude of France was a consist- 
ent one. The war of 1898 must be regarded 
as the logical sequence of the failure of Napo- 
leon III. in 1867, to establish a foothold upon 
this continent for Latin commerce and Latin 


industries and to contre! the future route to 
the Pacific. 

Present events had not been unforeseen. In 
1867 Mr. Charles d’ Héricault in explanation 
of Napoleon’s policy wrote that the ‘ prepar- 
ing a base of resistance in the future struggles. 
that must precipitate Europe upon America ”’ 
was a great and generous thought. The only 
question was were the means well chosen and 
the plan sufficiently matured. It seemed 
timely therefore to draw attention to the 
events of 1862-67, and as I was hesitat- 
ing Sefior don Matias Romero determined the 
matter by his spontaneous approval of the 
Century articles and by his earnest request 
that they be re-published in permanent form. 

I trust that the book may prove useful as a 
link between the past and the present. 


NOTES FROM BOSTON

One of the most entertaining books now on 
the stocks will be Mrs. Julia Ward Howe’s 
‘‘Reminiscences.’’ Parts of them have in- 
deed appeared in the pages of the Ad/aniic, but 
the finished production will be much fuller 
and more detailed. Few women of our day 
have had a wider experience of life and society 
than Mrs. Howe and her peculiarly tenacious 
memory covers a good part of the last three- 
quarters of acentury. Am I extravagant in 
saying that when she made one of her visits to 
Europe she lectured in French in Paris, in 
German in some German city, in Italian in 
Rome or Florence, and in modern Greek in 
Athens, and in her own tongue in England ? 
No, I am not, because she told me so. 

Her acquaintance with the classic, philo- 
sophic, and religious literature of her time has 
been most thorough. But perhaps nothing 
more captivating in the book is her frank con- 
fession of the incompatibility of philosophy 
and housekeeping! She says: 


“The burden of housekeeping was new to me, a 
sister of mine, highly gifted in this respect, having 
charged herself with its duties so long as we were 
‘girls together.’ I accordingly found myself lament- 
ably deficient in household skill and knowledge. 1 
endeavored to apply myself to the remedying of 
these defects, but with indifferent success. I was by 
nature far from observant, and often passed through 
aroom without much notion of its condition or con- 
tents, my thoughts being intent on other matters. 
The period, too, was one of transition as regards 
household service. The old-time American servants 
were no longer to be obtained. The Irish girls who 
supplied their place were for the most part ignorant 


and untrained, their performance calling fora disci 
pline and instruction which I, never having received, 
was quite unable to give them.”’ 

Her conclusion of the matter is note- 
worthy :

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‘*As I now regard these matters, I would say to 
every young girl, rich or poor, gifted ordull : ‘ Learn 
to make a home, and learn this in the days in which 
learning is easy. Cultivate a habit of vigilance and 
forethought. With a reasonable amount of intelli- 
gence, a woman should be able to carry on the man- 
agement of a household, and should yet have time 
for art and literature in some sort.’ 

‘*In more recent years, having been called upon to 
take part in the public discussion regarding the com- 
patibility of domestic with literary occupation, I 
endeavored to formulate the results of my own expe- 
rience as follows: 

‘** Tf you have at your command three hours per 
dtem, you may study art, literature, and philosophy, 
not as they are studied professionally but in the 
degree involved in general culture. 

‘* * Tf you have but one hour in every day, read phil- 
osophy, or learn foreign languages, living or dead. 

‘* «Tf you can command only fifteen or twenty min- 
utes, read the Bible with the best commentaries, and 
daily a verse or two of the best poetry.’ ’’ 

Not long ago I was lunching with a friend 
of Dr. Howe’s, an elderly lady who was most 
entertaining in her reminiscences. She told 
me of being once at the house of Mayor Quincy, 
the great-grandfather of the present Mayor, and 
hearing him recall his acquaintance with the 
great men of Washington’s time. One story 
which she repeated struck me as dramatic: 
Mr. Quincy was seated in his library one 
very cold stormy day when the doorbell rang. 
His servant came to report that a man was in 
the entry desiring to see him. ‘‘Show him 
in,’’ said Mr. Quincy. The servant returned 
to say that the stranger refused to come in. 
So Mr. Quincy went out and there stood a 
disreputable-looking adventurer who stated 
that he was penniless and wanted a little 
money for supper and a night’s lodging. Mr. 
Quincy instantly recognized the beggar as 
the once-brilliant and popular Aaron Burr ; 
but he was perfectly courteous to him, gave 
no sign that he had ever known him, and 
bestowed on him the aid he needed. Then 
Aaron Burr turned and went out into the 
storm and Quincy never saw him again. 

The seventh of the Beacon Biographies has 
for its subject Aaron Burr, and is by Henry 
Childs Merwin, of Concord. The name of 
Burr is the American Synonym for traitor in- 
terchangeable with that of Benedict Arnold as 
Mr. Merwin says: ‘‘A by-word for pro- 
fligacy anc irreligion.’’ But Mr. Merwin 
who is a lawyer by training, takes a very judi- 
cial view of his career. In his preface he 
says ‘‘ Almost every important act in Burr’s 
public career is susceptible of a double inter- 
pretation and was diversely construed by his 
contemporaries ;’’ it is, therefore, the part of 
a fair-minded man to weigh the testimony of 
Burr’s contemporaries and draw the proper 
conclusion. By this method Mr. Merwin’s 
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picture of the unhappy man is not nearly so 
dark as that to which we are accustomed. It 
is indeed especially sympathetic in the early 
days of his career, especially when as a boy- 
Colonel he performed wonders not merely of 
valor but of discretion—which is sometimes in 
an army officer more than valor, as well as the 
greater part of it. He was a marvelous youth. 
Grandson of Jonathan Edwards, at ten he ran 
away tosea ; at eleven he was fitted for college; 
at thirteen he was admitted to the Sophomore 
Class at Princeton ; in order to outstrip his 
classmates he was very abstemious and studied 
sixteen and even eighteen hours a day. 
‘* When the examination came he found him- 
self so far in advance of his classmates that his 
motive to extraordinary exertion no longer 
existed and thenceforth he was as idle as he 
had formerly been industrious.’’ Apparently 
his conduct through the Revolutionary war 
was beyond reproach and his courtship of Mrs. 
Prevost was as gallant as anything in chivalry. 

Mr. Merwin thinks that the stories of Burr’s 
profligacies are certainly exaggerated: ‘‘ Burr’’ 
he says ‘‘ was all his life an excessively busy, 
hard working man; he was abstemious as re- 
spects food and drink ; he was refined and fas- 
tidious in all his tastes ; he preserved his con- 
stitution almost unimpaired toa great age. It 
is nearly incredible that such a man could 
have been the unmitigated profligate described 
by Mr. Davis.’’ 

Mr. Merwin believes that ‘‘ Burr with all 
his faults was innocent of the charge which 
destroyed his reputation with the American 
people ’’—that is, that he intrigued to become 
President of the United States. Mr. Bayard 
wrote to Hamilton that Burr might have been 
elected had he taken any steps to that end. 

In regard to the famous conspiracy in which 
Burr involved Blennerhassett, Mr. Merwin is 
also decidedly lenient. He believes that he 
intended to establish a colony, and then if a 
war with Spain broke out, to drive the Span- 
iards out of Mexico and to establish an her- 
editary empire there, with himself on the throne 
and Theodosia’s boy as the heir apparent. It 
is possible that he expected to include Loui- 
siana and some of the Western States in his 
new dominions. Mr. Merwinadds: ‘‘ It must 
be remembered in extenuation that a di- 
vision between East and West was then con- 
sidered probable and expedient by many leading 
persons.”’

Small, Maynard and Company have nearly 
ready Booker T. Washington’s ‘‘ The Future 
of the American Negro.’’ I have read the 
proofs of it and I have no hesitation in saying 
that it is one of the most inspiring and wisely- 
ordered books of the day.

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NOTES FROM LONDON 


LONDON, November 1, 1899. 

Probably the most important of the ‘‘ mar- 
tial’’ publications is the ‘‘ Life of Wellington : 
The Restoration of the Martial Power of 
Great Britain,’’ written by Sir Herbert 
Maxwell, and announced by Messrs. Sampson 
Low, Marston and Company. The work, 
which is in two volumes, is uniform with the 
two volume edition of Mahan’s “‘ Life of 
Nelson,’’ published by the same firm. It con- 
tains twelve photogravure illustrations, thirty- 
two half-tones, and about thirty maps and 
battle plans. Other features of special interest 
include a sketch plan drawn by the Duke of 
the celebrated Tope of Sultanpettah, where 
he met with his solitary defeat; also the 
reproduction, in facsimile, of some orders 
written by him during the progress of the 
battle of Waterloo. The author has had the

ish Army,’’ by ‘‘a Lieutenant-Colonel,’’ 
with an introduction by Major-General F. 
Maurice, C. B. The book, which will be 
well illustrated, will present a curious and 
novel feature in that its binding is to consist 
of khaki cloth, the material now being worn 
by English soldiers in the field. Other pub- 
lications of note by the same firm, include 
a cheap reissue of the Guardian edition of 
‘*The Life of Our Lord Jesus Christ,’’ already 
done on your side, I believe, by the McClure 
house ; ‘‘ Our Navy for a Thousand Years,’’ 
by Captain S. Eardley-Wilmot, being a history 
of all the principal operations the British 
navy has been engaged in from Alfred the 
Great to the recapture of Khartoum ; ‘‘ Repre- 
sentative Painters of the Nineteenth Century,’’ 
by Mrs. Arthur Bell. (N. D’Anvers); ‘‘ Black 
Jamaica,’’ a record of missionary labor during

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advantage of access to hitherto unpublished 
records and correspondence at Apsley House, 
and consequently it may be expected that 
much fresh light will be thrown upon the 
various incidents and items of conduct in the 
Duke's career which have generally been 
regarded as obscure. 

Another military work promised for im- 
mediate issue by this firm is ‘‘ The Brit-

the emancipation period, by W. P. Living- 
stone; ‘‘The Life and Letters of Edward 
Bickersteth,’’ by the Rev. Samuel Bickersteth ; 
and H. W. Wilson’s ‘‘ Downfall of Spain.’’ 
The news of the death of Grant Allen 
created a painful feeling of loss in every 
section of the community. The persistent 
accounts of his ill-health had in some measure 
warned his admirers that his facile and gifted 
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pen would not minister much longer to their 
enjoyment, but few were prepared for such 
an early termination of his brilliant career. 
It is not easy to assign to Grant Allen his 
correct place in the ranks of literature. As 
a writer of light fiction he earned a handsome 
living, but he always declared that his soul 
abhorred that form of literary work. The 
dream of his life was to go down to posterity 
as a writer on science, but, *alas, it did not 
pay. His versatility was unique. How can 
we classify a writer who was engaged, almost 
simultaneously, upon the production of such 
widely different works as ‘‘ Miss Cayley’s 
Adventures,’’ ‘‘ Nature’s Workshop,’’ ‘‘ The 
Woman Who Did,” and ‘‘ The Evolution of 
the Idea of God’’? It was by the last of 
these that he desired most to be remembered. 

An important theological work will be pub- 
lished by Messrs. Methuen this season, in the 
Bampton Lectures of 1899, by Mr. W.R. Inge, 
Fellow and Tutor of Hertford College, Ox- 
ford. Mr. Inge, whose career at Cambridge 
was only equaled in brilliance by his career 
at Oxford, has treated in these lectures the 
highly important and fascinating subject of 
Christian Mysticism. Its course is traced 
from St. John and St. Paul to modern times. 
Two of the lectures deal with Christian Pla- 
tonism and speculative mysticism; two with 
practical and devotional mysticism ; and two 
with nature mysticism, including Bohme and 
Wordsworth. 

Miss Laura Marholm, well known for her 
studies of modern women, is engaged on a 
psychological study of her sex. The first 
part, entitled ‘‘ The Psychology of Woman,’’ 
has already been published by Mr. Grant 
Richards. In it the author gives an interest- 
ing treatise on woman and her functions from 
the standpoint of social conditions. She de- 
picts woman as her nature and ideas were 
formed during the later centuries, and seeks to 
show why she has arrived at the place where, 
to the astonishment of many and the satisfac- 
tion of a few, she now stands. The second 
volume of this work, to appear later on in the 
season, will deal with sexual psychology 
purely. 

A remarkably interesting book is shortly to 
be issued by Mr. Fisher Unwin under the title 
‘Taxes on Knowledge: The Story of Their 
Origin and Repeal,’’ by Collet Dobson Collet. 
Most of the English speaking race of the 
present day have probably clean forgotten the 
existence of the taxes on knowledge which 
were first imposed in the reign of Queen Anne. 
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And yet they existed for one hundred and 
forty-six years. Mr. Collet was the Secretary 
of the Committee for the Abolition of the 
Acts, which for so many years served to per- 
petuate ignorance. He accomplished a re- 
markable performance with his book, begin- 
ning it in his eightieth year and completing it 
in his eighty-fourth. An introduction is con- 
tributed to the work by Mr. G. J. Holyoake, 
who is undoubtedly entitled to speak with 
authority on the subject seeing that he him- 
self incurred penalties under the acts to the 
extent of hundreds of thousands of pounds, 
all within the space of a few weeks. 

‘‘Alpine Memories’’ is the translation of 
Emile Javelle’s ‘‘ Souvenirs D’Un Alpiniste,”’ 
which Mr. Unwin will publish this season. 
The actual work of translation has been done 
by Mr. W. EH. Chesson, who is Mr. Unwin’s 
literary adviser. A biographical and literary 
notice has been supplied by Eugene Rambert. 
Mr. Chesson has striven to render the book 
into English that shall preserve the eloquence 
and tenderness of the original, rather than to 
slavishly adhere to the text. Having been in 
constant correspondence with Javelle’s literary 
executor, and many eminent English and 
Swiss authorities, he has succeeded in correct- 
ing a number of errors that appeared in the 
original and in contributing some useful notes. 

Mr. Unwin’s ‘‘Green Cloth Library ’’ is 
soon to be enriched with a new work from the 
pen of Ouida. It is entitled ‘‘The Waters 
of Edera.’”’ In it Ouida quits some of her 
recent experiments and sounds again the note, 
at once bitter and sweet, that she sounded in 
‘* Ariadne.’’ It is a story of Italian life, and 
incidentally a tremendous attack upon the 
Italian Government. The plot deals with the 
compact between the government and a com- 
mercial company to divert the course of a 
great stream, thus reducing a village to desti- 
tution, and one peasant, who has an ancestral 
pride in the river, to despair and rebellion. 

The Christmas season promises more prodi- 
gality than ever in the production of holiday 
literature and books for the young. One of 
the most popular gifts will probably be the 
‘* Lewis Carroll Picture Book’ which Mr. 
Unwin will publish at an early date. It is to 
be profusely illustrated and will contain a good 
deal of hitherto unpublished Lewis Carroll 
matter. Messrs. Dent promise a ‘‘ Temple 
Classics for Children ’’ series, which ought to 
prove popular. It will include such admira- 
ble juvenile works as ‘‘ Lamb’s Tales from 
Shakespeare,’’ Kingsley’s ‘‘ Heroes,’’ and 
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Harriet Martineau’s ‘‘ Feats on the Fjords.’’ 
Much interest is centered in the forthcoming 
issue by Mr. Edward Arnold of H. B. Greene’s 
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volumes of floral collections from Palestine. 
A novelty of such a unique kind is sure of a 
wide public patronage. 

Mr. Grant Richards promises two interest- 
ing volumes for the youngsters. One a new 
issue, in E.V. Lucas’ series of ‘‘Dumpy Books 
for Children,’’ entitled ‘‘ Little Black Sambo’’; 
and the other a story for boys called ‘‘ Cooper’s 
First Term,’’ by Mr. Thomas Cobb. ‘‘ The 
Phil May Album,’’ announced by Messrs. 
Methuen is bound to make its mark among 
the Christmas books. It contains over one 
hundred drawings, representative of Phil 
May’s earliest and finest work, none of which 
have previously appeared in book form. Then, 
of course, we are to have the usual ‘ Phil 
May’s Illustrated Annual,’’ which Messrs. 
Thacker are producing, albeit there are many 
who think that the more modern productions 


of the great caricature artist do not represent 
his best work. Another notable Christmas 
item will be the new book by Jules Verne, en- 
titled ‘‘The Will of the Eccentric,’’ which 
Messrs. Sampson Low are to publish. 

Mr. Dent sends me particulars of a new 
literary departure, new at any rate on this side, 
which he is inaugurating. It is in the nature 
of a condensed encyclopedia. The idea was 
suggested to him by a set of handy scientific 
primers which came under his notice as the 
production of a Berlin firm. Mr. Dent's 
notion is to provide, in a convenient and ac- 
cessible form, the material which the usual 
high-priced encyclopzedias place beyond the 
reach of the average reader. The price of 
each volume is to be fixed at one shilling (25 
cents ). 

An interesting fiction list is being negotiated 
by Messrs. Hutchinson. It includes a novel 
by Alys Lowth on a topical subject, ‘‘A 
Daughter of the Transvaal.’’ The author has 
lived nearly all her life in the Transvaal. 
Indeed she went to school there, a fact that 
will add the weight of authority to her 
descriptions of social life among the Boers. 
Four pictures are contributed to the book by 
Florence Holms. ‘‘ A Royal Revenge ’’ is the 
suggestive title of an adventurous tale of 
life in ancient Egypt, by Arthur C. Pres- 
ton, which Messrs. Hutchinson will issue. 
It will contain some remarkable _illustra- 
tions by the author. Another novel which 
promises the interest of novelty in treat- 
ment will shortly be published by the 
same firm. It has been written by ‘‘Rita”’ 
and ‘‘ Alien’’ in collaboration, and constitutes 
a story of modern social life in the form of 
letters addressed to each other by two society 
women. Its title is to be ‘‘ Looking Glass 
Hours.’’ 

‘*Cupid’s Pupils: From Courtship to Honey- 
moon.’’ By one who has assisted at ten 
thousand three hundred marriages, and given 
away eleven hundred and twenty brides. Such 
is the fascinating title and description bestowed 
upon a new work to be shortly issued by 
Messrs. Pearson. It has been written by an 
old country parish clerk, and is in no sense 
a work of fiction but a record of realities that 
passed under the notice of the writer. Some 
of his descriptions of the eccentricities in the 
behavior of nervous and unlettered people at 
the marriage ceremony, are intensely amusing. 

For Christmas Messrs. Pearson are well to 
the fore with their ‘‘ Heroes of the Nineteenth 
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Century,’’ by G. Barnett Smith, an excellent 
prize book for boys. The two volumes con- 
tain respectively condensed life stories of 
Wellington, Garibaldi, Gordon, Grant, Nel- 
son, Roberts, Sir Chas. Napier, and Liv- 
ingstone. A feature of the work is the 
illustrations. 

A book written by an Emperor and illus- 
trated by an Empress is not such a common 
occurrence that it can be passed over without 
notice. An august intimation isto hand from 
Germany that the Emperor is actively engaged 
in the preparation of a work descriptive of 
his impressions during his recent travels in the 
East. It is to be embellished with a number 
of photogravure views contributed by the 
Empress from snapshots taken by her own 
royal hand. 

It is rumored that Mr. Crockett, who has 
lately been studying Scottish history, is now 
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busy on a Jacobite novel. Mr. Crockett should 
deal with that period in a picturesque manner, 
and a story from him on the subject should 
be some compensation for the delay in bring- 
ing out Fiona McLeod’s long-promised novel 
on similar lines. 


Mr. Long tells me that the production of 
Fergus Hume’s new novel, ‘‘ The Bishop's 
Secret,’’ which he had announced for the 
autumn season, is unavoidably postponed til! 
the Spring. 


The new work by John Oliver Hobbes, 
‘* Robert Orange: A Sequel to the School for 
Saints,’’ which Mr. Unwin had included on 
his autumn list is not likely to appear this 
season. The gifted author has at present only 
finished ten chapters of the story. Moreover 
she has other literary matter engaging her 
attention at her holiday retreat at Ventnor. 
Ascor. 


CHICAGO'S NEW BOOKS 


BY LUCY MONROE. 


The success of the month is Mr. George 
Ade’s new book, ‘‘ Fables in Slang,’’ of which 
an edition of five thousand was exhausted 
almost before publication. It is one of those 
books that cannot fail of success because if it 
is liked at all it is liked enough to be talked 
about and given away. The quaint and com- 
pact little sketches make an appeal to each of 
usin person, for we recognize in them our 
friends and enemies, the people who have 
amused us in the street cars or annoyed us in 
jostling crowds. Mr. Ade has the knack 
of discovering the secret of a situation and 
the significance of a trifling episode. Every- 
thing is interesting to him, and he can there- 
fore make it interesting to us. He started 
off the other day like a boy to travel through 
the south with Ringling’s circus, and the 
pleasure its oddities give him he is communi- 
cating undiminished, through the ‘‘ Stories of 
the Streets and of the Town”’ in the Record, 
to others who cannot follow such joyous im- 
pulses. The ‘‘ Fables’’ he has made a real 
criticism of life, and their peculiar irony points 
to many an episode that is a part of every ex- 
perience. Their humor is inimitable; it is asin- 
dividual as that of Dooley and it has immense 
variety. They are satirical, all of them, in one 
way or another, but it is a genial kind of 
satire. And it would be difficult to find in 


so condensed a form more amusing and clever 


commentaries upon certain modern conditions 
than are contained in ‘‘ The Fable of the Slim 
Girl who Tried to Keep a Date that was Never 
Made,’’ or ‘‘ The Fable of the Preacher Who 
Flew His Kite, but not Because He Wished 
to Do So,’’ with its moral, ‘‘ Give the People 
what they think they want.’’ Now and 
then the situations become a bit too loud, but 
usually the exuberance is irresistibly funny. 
The readiness of Mr. Ade’s humor is only 
equaled by the copiousness and agility of his 
slang. It is as nimble and surprising as 2 
Japanese acrobat. 

The romance which Mrs. Schuyler Crown- 
inshield has recently added to her chronicles 
of the West Indies has a singularly fascinating 
kind of beauty. ‘‘San Isidro’’ is given no 
definite locality, and really the episodes which 
take place in the little casa might happen any- 
where in the Spanish south. Indeed there 
isa kind of humanity running through the 
book which harmonizes it with almost any 
experience, and though it is by no means a 
problem novel, it contains many suggestions 
of some of those social difficulties which are 
agitating the world to-day and will continue 
to agitate it until the end of time. There is 
much loveliness in the character of Spanish 
Agueda, in the simplicity which cannot apply 
her mother’s warning against the admiration 
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of ‘‘ gentlemen ’’ to her own experience. To 
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her, everything is natural and harmonious un- 
til the little paradise she has made is suddenly 
entered by a pretty creature from another 
world. The melancholy awakening and the 
stoical self-abnegation with which she receives 
it are given their value for truth as well as for 
romance. Mrs. Crowninshield has intuitive 
understanding of this simple primitive nature, 
and to any one who has lived in the South, 
her delicate figure is reminiscent. Against 
this background of palm and cactus it stands 
for the truth which lies behind error, and the 
sincerity that can accept suffering’ bravely 
even while it rebels against it. The story 
centers in Agueda, but its other figures have 
an imaginative force as well as hers. It con- 
tains a kind of double plot, but it never fora 
moment leaves the tropics and their fragrant 
and rather sensuous life. No one has repro- 
produced better the very atmosphere of the 
Spanish south than this writer—the magnetism 
of its romance, the languorous charm of its 
long indolent days.

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Miss Gertrude Smith’s ‘‘ Wonderful Stories 
of Jane and John’”’ promises to be the most 
individual child’s book of the holiday season. 
It is different from ‘‘ Arabella and Araminta,”’ 
but it shows quite as keen an appreciation of 
the likings of childhood as did the other. 
Miss Smith has the courage of her convictions 
and she does not hesitate to astonish adults in 
order to gratify the children. This story has 
not the same sort of repetition which distin- 
guished the first book, but it contains another 
kind which almost answers to rhythm. Her 
use of the word ‘‘ wonderful ’’ is quite her 
own, and yet it is easy to see how the repeti- 
tion of that word alone will enhance the 
interest of the book to many an imaginative 
child. It is the sort of thing that will be read 
aloud over and over again by indulgent par- 
ents, and one can easily imagine it to be held 
in the closest affection by little girls and boys. 
The illustrations by Miss Alice Woods will 
assist much in giving Jane and John definite 
reality. They are printed in color and con- 
ceived with a delicate art which combines the 
illustrative quality with the decorative. 

Mrs. Mary Hartwell Catherwood is to spend 
this winter in Chicago, where she optimisti- 
cally expects to carry on her workas system- 
atically as in the country. Her book of 
‘* Mackinac and Lake Stories’’ is just pub- 
lished by Harper and Brothers in a capital 
brown cover. I have spoken of the book 
before, but I cannot refrain from calling atten- 
tion again to a certain exquisite delicacy of 
handling. Combined as it is with a kind of 
largeness in the point of view. it gives the 
stories rare value. They are true, these 
episodes, with a truth that is larger than fact. 
Mrs. Catherwood has become more of a realist 
than when she wrote ‘‘The Romance of 
Dollard,’’ but she has kept an imagination 
that is lyric at times. And she understands 
values in the composition of short stories as 
few Americans do. 

It is an unusual kind of thing that is done 
in the ‘‘ Life of Sir Arthur Sullivan,’’ which 
is to be published in this country by Herbert 
S. Stone andCompany. Few men are granted 
the boon of revising their own biographies, 
but this story with its letters and reminiscences 
has received the sanction of the subject him- 
self. It is exhilarating, therefore, to find 
that the very laudatory opinions of the com- 
poser and his music are endorsed by the man 
who knows best about them. All the adjec- 
tives remain in their somewhat fulsome extrav- 
agance, and the little personal anecdotes and 
touches of halting wit bear the stamp of 
authority. The knowledge of this makes 
some of them appear a bit trifling, it must be 
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confessed, and the opinions expressed in the 
composer’s various letters and in his talk, are not 
always endorsed by the world at large. Never- 
theless, amusingly self-sufficient as much of 
this is, it is certainly entertaining; and the 
figure of Sir Arthur Sullivan is undoubtedly 
an important one in the history of English 
music. It is an important one also to the 
popular fancy, and these two elements will help 
to make the book a success. It shows what 
Sir Arthur has accomplished in music, and 
the writer, Mr. Arthur Lawrence, defends him 
vigorously from the accusation of throwing 
away his talents upon light opera, his argu- 
ments being certainly sound. The composer 
was fortunate in that his talent was adapted to 
a kind of work which gives infinitely more 
pleasure to the great public than loftier and 
colder forms of musical composition. In 
other directions he would probably have ac- 
complished much less ; his work would have 
counted for little in comparison. In one fea- 
ture this narrative is disappointing, as it gives 
no hint of the reason for the dissolution of 
partnership between Gilbert and Sullivan. 
We may commend the wisdom of the biogra- 
pher, but we deplore the loss of the most in- 
teresting bit of personal history at his com- 
mand. 

Mr. Stone is about to issue two theatrical 
picture books. One isa book of portraits by 
Gordon Craig of Henry Irving and Ellen 
Terry, which are a bit inthe Nicholson man- 
ner without being imitative, and are printed 
most of them on gray paper and all of them 
with a touch of color. They are absolutely 
individual and reproduce the various phases 
of these two contrasting personalities with the 
most subtle sympathy. Mr. Craig is Miss 
Terry’s son and knows, therefore, whereof he 
speaks, but better than this he knows his art 
and the value of line and color. His work is 
as clever as it is original. ‘‘ The Picture Book 
of Becky Sharp ’’ illustrates the play as Mrs. 
Fiske has givenit. It consists chiefly of re- 
productions of photographs taken for this pub- 
lication, and it contains Stanlaws’ capital 
sketch of the actress. A brief résumé of the 
play is all that accompanies the pictures, and 
to anyone who likes Mrs. Fiske—and who 
dares say he does not ?—the book is a neces- 
sary souvenir. 

Two other illustrated books on this list have 
quite a different character. ‘‘ The Indians of 
To-Day,’’ by George Bird Grinnell, is illus- 
trated with fifty full page portraits of famous 
chiefs. The photographs from which these 
are taken were made by Mr. F. A. Rinehart 
during the Congress of Indians at the Omaha 
Exposition and already they have attracted 
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wide attention. ‘They are vivid commentaries 
upon the red man, what he was and what we 
have made him. ‘‘ Two Gentlemen in Tour- 
aine ’’ is an account of the wanderings of an 
American and a Frenchman over that feszi- 
nating country which is sacred to chateaux. 
The author ambles off into many generalities 
and his descriptions are much tarnished with

sentimentality. Yet they bring to mind the 
beauty of this architecture and the grace of 
the life of which it forms a background. The 
style is much more florid unfortunately than 
the subject requires, and the reader will prob- 
ably omit many of the discussions, which the 
author calls philosophical, about the problems 
of to-day. Yet the chateaux themselves will 
remain, and these pictures of them in photo- 
gravure will charm the imagination. 

The late Maria Louise Pool was a prolific 
writer, but she never did anything better than 
the short stories which have just appeared 
under the title of ‘‘A Widower and Some 
Spinsters.’’ They are New England, its bone 
and sinew, its strength and rigidity. There is 
avery genuine humor behind the pathos of 
the thwarted lives of these spinsters, and Miss 
Pool knew their secret tendernesses and the 
ambitions to which they considered it foolish 
to give way. Miss Wilkins has displayed 
more originality in her treatment of the same 
theme, but she has not understood it better 
nor made it more convincing. A memoirand 
some portraits of Miss Pool precede these 
stories. 

Mr. Clyde Fitch has been in Chicago of late 
superintending the first performance of his 
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‘* Sappho,’’ which Nethersole is giving, and 
Nat Goodwin’s production of ‘‘ The Cowboy 
and the Lady.’’ But it was not in these plays 
that the dramatic sensation of the month was 
found. It was discovered to a discriminating 
handful one Sunday afternoon at an obscure 
little theatre which nobody had heard of. But 
the handful spread the news, so that when 
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such a sensation, and not even that variegated 
thoroughfare showed them more grace of 
movement or more tragic intensity of action. 
‘* The Imperial Japanese Dramatic Company ”’ 
gave two plays on this occasion, the comedy 
being a kind of ‘‘ Pygmalion and Galatea,”’ 
quaintly called, ‘‘ An Earnest Statue Maker’ ; 
and the tragedy a curious elliptical drama by 
Otto Kawakami, who enacted 
the chief part. He is an actor 
of enough force and distinction 
to be notable anywhere; and 
there is one fight, in which 
single-handed he conquers four 
enemies, that is a superb piece 
of realism. He does not make 
it seem an easy matter to van- 
quish these foes ; the victory is 
only won by the most strenuous 
effort, evidenced by tense mus- 
cles, weariness which is almost 
exhaustion, and terrible gasping 
breaths. In spite of his power, 
however, the wonderful charm 
of the performance lay largely in 
Mme. Yacco, one of the most 
beautiful women upon any stage. 
The grace of her dancing and 
the dignity of her carriage are 
only less extraordinary than the 
emotion which her immobile 
little face can express. One 
may not understand the words 
of this drama, but one never 
doubts its tragic significance. 
And the color of the thing, its 
sumptuous quaintness, gave it 
an irresistible appeal.

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NEWS FROM NEW YORK

The important book in the line of biography 
this month will be the ‘‘ Letters of Robert 
Louis Stevenson,’’ which Sidney Colvin has 
edited. Many of these have already appeared 
in the pages of Scribner’s Magazine, but the 
two volumes will contain more than twice the 
matter already printed. Readers do not need 
to be reminded of the charm which these let- 
ters possess, and I am well assured that those 
as yet unpublished are quite the equal, if not 
the superiors, of those which have been print- 
ed. The prediction has been made that Stev- 
enson will here appear to more charming 
advantage than in many of his carefully pre- 
pared writings. We know full well how this 
has been the case with other eminent authors. 
It was very notably true of Lowell; it has 
some truth with respect to Carlyle, and even 
more with respect to Cowper and Byron. 

A biography of Phillips Brooks promises 
to see the light before the end of the year. It 
has been undertaken by the Rev. A. V. G. 
Allen, of Cambridge, and the early chapters I 
believe are already in the printer’s hands. 
The work is understood to be authorized and 
will embrace the correspondence. 

John Sartain’s reminiscences are ready, and 
extracts from them are finding their way into 
literary periodicals. The volume proves to 
be very interesting, and relates not only to 
Sartain’s career as an artist and manager of 
magazines, but gives reminiscences of eminent 
men whom he knew, among them Rogers, 
Ruskin and Poe. His impressions of Poe 
do not seem to have been favorable, and tend 
still further to complicate the long-standing 
problem as to what Poe’s habits really were, 
and what were the chances for his reformation 
had his circumstances been more easy. 

The third volume of the Autobiography of 
Spurgeon is just ready. Although it bears an 
American imprint, this work is of English 
manufacture, and its form so expensive as to 
preclude that wide reading which it ought to 
have, and would have, were its form less 
costly. Another volume, I believe, remains 
to be issued. 

The Hugo Memoirs are selling well, a third 
edition having already come out, but I think 
most readers have found the book decidedly 
disappointing. The matter contained in it is 

gmentary, and seems to have been brought 
together from a mass of stray bits of writings 
put down by Hugo at various times in his life. 





Of course, anything that Hugo wrote about 
himself would be sure of wide reading, and 
we perhaps ought to be thankful for getting 
as much as we do. 

A new volume by Henry Drummond has 
gone to press, but it does not seem to be a 
work that can in any way create the impres- 
sion which ‘‘ Natural Law in the Spiritual 
World’’ or ‘‘The Greatest Thing in the 
World’’ produced. Some of the contents em- 
brace addresses, while others are essays or ser- 
mons dealing with problems of faith and be- 
lief. 

A work of fiction pertaining especially to 
the Transvaal, and called ‘‘ Under the Sjam- 
bok,’’ written by George H. Russell, is just 
ready, the point of view being distinctly Eng- 
lish. We are also to receive a volume of 
‘*South African Recollections,’’ by Mrs. 
Lionel Phillips, who writes of the Jameson 
raid; while another volume called ‘‘ The 
Transvaal from Within,” and presenting the 
case of the Uitlanders, is coming from Mr. 
FitzPatrick. 

Passing from war to poetry, I hear that a 
new edition of Swinburne’s entire writings in 
verse will soon be ready, revised by the author, 
and including a new tragedy bearing the title 
‘Rosamond, Queen of the Lombards.’’ An 
illustrated edition of Matthew Arnold is also 
in preparation, the pictures numbering over 
seventy. There will be an introduction by A. 
C. Benson. 

Edwin Markham has taken up his home in 
Brooklyn, and demands for his writings are 
pouring in upon him. The newest testimony 
to his power in the ‘‘ Man with the Hoe’’ 
comes from Max Nordau, author of ‘‘ Degen- 
eration,’’ who places him higher than Walt 
Whitman, ‘‘ as his form is more artistic and 
beautiful.’’ Nordau finds something of a 
Miltonian ring in those verses and a Swin- 
burnian richness in the rhythm. Meanwhile, 
the gentlemen who offered prizes of $500, 
$200 and $100 for the best three poems on 
‘‘’The Man Without a Hoe,’’ has found many 
candidates for his checks, the number of 
poems sent in having exceeded one thousand. 
No date has yet been fixed for awarding the 
prizes, and, with so formidable a mass of 
manuscripts before it, I do not see how any 
committee could be expected to do so. 

The first volume in the new edition of the 
Bronté novel, ‘‘ Jane Eyre,’’ is just ready and 
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proves to be attractive. I should suppose 
there would be a large demand for it, as uni- 
form sets of these stories in attractive sizes are 
uncommon. Since Mrs. Gaskell’s biography

is to be issued with the novels, and some of 
the suppressed and other unprinted material is 
also to be given, this edition will appeal to 
many persons as indispensable. The same is 
true of the de /uxe edition of Charles Lamb, 
of which two volumes are ready. It will 
supersede all others for completeness, but the 
misfortune is that the edition of Lamb is lim- 
ited to fewer than a thousand copies and the 
price accordingly is high. Another edition of 
the class I have called indispensable is Mrs. 
Ritchie’s edition of Thackeray, and of this we 
now hear that the publishers have prepared a 
subscription edition, the number of volumes 
being twice the number employed in the regu- 
lar trade set. The type will be the same, and 
this is matter for regret. A radical mistake, 
it has seemed to me, was made in the choice 
of this type, which is several points too small 
for any edition worthy to be called a library 
one. 

Mrs. Burnett also has a new story, witha 
title ‘‘ In Connection With the De Willoughby 
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Claim,’’ which the Scribners expect to bring 
out before the endof this month. Washington 
in the main supplies the scenes for this tale, 
although the action wanders now and then to 
New England and again to the South. 

It is very uncertain whether we shall have 
a translation of Zola’s new work ‘‘ Fécon- 
dité.’’ Readers for various publishing houses 
are understood to have reported against it, or, 
rather, they say it will require such abridg- 
ment and expurgation as to lose much that is 
essential in its construction and point. They 
declare that it would be literally impossible to 
bring out the entire work in an English trans- 
lation. 

Frank R. Stockton has given up his home 
near Morristown in New Jersey, and has 
definitely settled himself in Charlestown, West 
Virginia. He will there continue the series of 
short stories, eight in number, which he has 
contracted to write for the Cosmopolitan Mag- 
azine. 

Stephen Crane is putting together a new 
collection of short stories which will bear the 
title, ‘‘ The Monster and Other Stories.”’ 

In the matter of best selling books, the four 
weeks now ended still find ‘‘ David Harum,” 
‘* Richard Carvel,’’ and ‘‘ When Knighthood 
was in Flower,’’ surprising the public with 
the figures the publishers give out. Before 
this letter is printed, I suppose ‘‘ David 
Harum ”’ will be close to 400,000 copies, while 
‘* Richard Carvel ’’ has already climbed up to 
200,000 and ‘‘ When Knighthood Was in 
Flower ’’ is closely following it at 150,000. 
Meanwhile, ‘‘ Janice Meredith ’’ has reached 
very close to 100,000. Many offers are said 
to have reached the publishers of ‘‘ David 
Harum ’’ fora translation into foreign tongues, 
four having come from Germany. The 
problem is how to get over the difficulty with 
the dialect. That this will be solved I cannot 
see, the dialect being very much the Hamlet 
part of the story. A curious item in connec- 
tion with ‘‘ Richard Carvel’’ is that a new 
and active demand for Sir George Trevelyan’s 
‘* Karly History of Charles James Fox’’ and 
his ‘‘ American Revolution ’’ is attributed to 
the interest which that story has created in 
Fox’s life and our conflict with England. Cer- 
tainly we owe many thanks to an author who 
can do anything to promote the interest of 
Americans in the history of their own 
country. 

A curious treatment has been accorded 
Dickens’ ‘‘ Tale of Two Cities,’’ the work 
being now upon the stage as a drama with 
the title ‘‘ The Only Way.’’ A publisher has 
reprinted the novel and changed the title to 
read in this wise, ‘‘The Only Way; A Tale 
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of Two Cities,’’ and then has introduced sev- 
eral illustrations giving scenes as presented on 
the stage. 

Alice Morse Earle still continues her praise- 
worthy labors in compiling books that deal 
with early domestic life in thiscountry. I think 
they have done quite as much as more serious 
history—and even more than novels have done 
—to acquaint readers with the manner of life 
which the forefathers lived. Her ‘‘ Home Life 
in Colonial Days,’’ is now followed by ‘‘ Child 
Life in Colonial Days,’’ and contains many 
illustrations. 

England’s present war ought to promote the 
sale of a work by W. H. Fitchett, telling ‘‘ How 
England Saved Europe’’—a title which must 
be accepted as peculiarly British in its assump- 
tion. The work deals with the wars against 
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Napoleon in which England had a large enough 
share, but which she never could have won 
alone. The first volume will be issued this 
month and very much is expected from it, as 
a strong and careful record based upon the 
great mass of information which recent years 
have brought to light in the Napoleonic and 
other memoirs. 

Editions of ‘‘Omar’’ still multiply. Mrs. 
Caddell’s, which is a direct translation from 
the Persian, is just at hand, and, while inter- 
esting in many ways, is most impressive for the 
feeble comparison it makes with the magnificent 
work of FitzGerald. Before long we shall also 
have a version by Elizabeth Alden Curtis, 
and this, I judge from passages which I have 
already seen in manuscript, will be interesting 
as a new version, but hardly impressive. 


WITH THE NEW BOOKS 


BY TALCOTT WILLIAMS, LL. D. 


Mr. William Edward Hartpole Lecky is 
a philosophic historian, with a conservative 
bias anda neat gift of prose, who has now 
rounded the ‘‘cape of years’’ by a decade, 
and is drawing away from middle life. The 
weakening of his critical inhibitions grew 
clear when he published his volume of verse, 
the solitary indiscretion in a well-ordered lit- 
erary life. The ‘‘ Map of Life, Character and 
Conduct,’’ repeats the work of Mr. Hamerton, 
twenty-three years ago, in the ‘‘ Intellectual 
Life,’’ for mind is with Mr. Lecky so much of 
life, that for him both character and conduct 
rest on its fit use. This book, then, like the 
other earlier one of 1876, is an attempt to Aid 
the Young with the Wisdom and Experience 
of Middle-Age. This Benevolent Purpose is 
pursued through an extremely well-written 
and clearly conceived book, which takes up 
our old familiar friend Happiness, and chases 
her through 353 pages over all the familiar 
hurdles. The sober, reflective, well-condi- 
tioned, reserved, educated, practical, clear- 
headed Englishman of the generation just 
leaving could not be better portrayed, and the 
picture is one which deserves very careful at- 
tention by its omission as much as by its men- 
tion. The risks of life, the thrill that comes 
from positive peril, intimate friendship with 
both sexes, and the struggle of life—these 
are all out of Mr. Lecky’s very admirable 
plan; but it has in it most lucid revealing 
discussion on work, morals, and the virtues— 
all in dress-coats and dinner-gowns—moral 
compromises, particularly in English public 





life and the Established Church, and words on 
Money, Marriage, Time, Success and Death. 
-

The smash of the Roman Empire from Di- 
ocletian (313) to the sack of Rome by Gaiseric 
the Vandal (455) is, even for most well-in- 
formed men, a misty period. Its leading his- 
torical authority in English is Dr. Thomas 
Hodgkin, whose four portly volumes, ‘‘ Italy 
and Her Invaders,’’ cover the period 376-455. 
Dr. Hodgkin lives at Durham, and for a ladies’ 
society there, by a great piece of good fortune 
for the ‘‘ general reader,’’ he “prepared seven 
lectures, which condense his larger book. 
They have just been published in the ‘‘ Dy- 
nasty of Theodosius.’’ ‘The historian himself 
and others have issued lesser volumes covering 
this period; but these lectures, clear, read- 
able, by an accomplished authority and care- 
fully pre-supposing no knowledge of the sub- 
ject, give a book which, with maps and dy- 
nastic tables, fills a most important share of 
that vague and dreary gap which for most of 
us begins with Constantine and ends with 
Charlemagne. 

+ * 

Mrs. Kate Upson Clark, who has brought 
up her own boys with success, in ‘‘ Bringing 
Up the Boys,’’ has written a book like Todd’s 
‘* Young Man,’’ a book on conduct which 
illustrates maxim by incident, anecdote and 
quotation. Mrs. Clark’s pages are saturated 
with fear of other boys, and a large part of 
her book is devoted to the means and methods 
by which a mother can keep her own boys 
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apart and alone. This is a mistake. Boys 
learn from each other and the capacity to 
get on by himself with other boys without 
being injured by them and without irritating 
them is for a boy a very important part of the 
dower of life. The boy deprived of it is in 
grave danger of being an able prig. Barring 
this not unnatural feminine failing, Mrs. 
Clark’s book is page by page full of sound 
practical suggestion and advice. She writes 
from the standpoint of a Christian woman 
who values the intellectual life, who believes 
in public service and appreciates how much 
can be done early to give children firm prin- 
ciples and high taste. The various methods 
are outlined with such detail as must render 
the book useful. Not a mother of boys but 
will here find some message and method 
aiding her task.

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Register, attest the universal appeal they make 
to the conviction and experience that the path 
to the divine influence lies through a receptive 
trust in its coming if one but waits for it in 
poised calm. The ‘‘ Methods and Problems 
of Spiritual Healing,’’ a short book of a tem- 
perate but mystic tone, takes up ‘the connec- 
tion between the acceptance and effect of this 
spiritual power and what are ordinarily called 
physical ills. Thesane conclusion is reached 
that these ills call for all the knowledge and 
skill of the scientific physician, but that the 
man or woman who seeks and submits to the 
general course and stream of existence will 
greatly aid and can greatly aid the ordered and 
receptive calm which works for health. A 
severe but just criticism is made of ‘‘ Christian 
Science,’’ a circular of questions designed to 
aid investigation in this delusion is in an ap- 
pendix together with a topical syllabus, with 
authorities and references for the study of the 
problems involved in a belief in the spiritual 
existence of man.

In ‘‘ Active Service’’ Mr. Stephen Crane has 
applied his literary method, which aptly suits 
the unusual, to the commonplace. A 
battlefield stands Mr. Crane’s de- 
scriptive staccato. A newspaper office 
does not. So far as the reader goes, 
the result is a story which opens with 
interest and closes with confused dull 
talk and incident. Mr. Crane has 
taken the new Sunday supplement 
newspaper man, had him fall in love 
with the daughter of a professor of 
Greek, put the professor, his family, 
and a chorus of students in the 
vortex of the Greek war and let the 
hero rescue them, with a comic opera 
singer thrown in to play Potiphar’s 
wife to the Sunday supplement man’s 
Joseph. This ought to be interesting 
to the end, but it is interesting only 
about to the middle, the illusion of 
reality being lost midway. Now Mr. 
Crane is a realist.

The sermon is always dear to the 
man that preaches. Mr. William 
George Jordan has preached nine 
sermons on the daily mill of life in 
the Saturday Evening Post, and they 
have been printed in a thin comely 
book, ‘‘ The Kinship of Self Control.’’ 
Each decade needs its Timothy Tit- 
comb and this book has the precise 
quality of presenting the obvious moral 
which made Dr. Holland’s prose talks 
in the Springfield Republican both 
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‘‘Common Sense in Education and Teach- 
ing,’’ by Mr. P. A. Barnett, is a series of essay- 
jectures addressed to English ‘‘ board,’’ or as 
we should say common school, teachers on 
the various phases of primary and _ sec- 
ondary education. Each lecture has at its 
close a paragraph of very skillfully chosen 
references. English experience and condi- 
tions greatly modify the substance of the lec- 
tures in their details; but the problems of 
education are so nearly alike in all lands up to 
fifteen or sixteen years of age that there is not 
a page of Mr. Barnett’s closely written work, 
which is without its suggestion. He has con- 
densed, recast and put in readable shape the 
educational criticisms of the last ten or fifteen 
years. To one who has to keep in touch with 
education, without being able to read exhaust- 
ively, as is the case with many trustees, school 
committee men and women, etc., this book 
will be useful and in any Normal School, it 
will be useful as a rapid review of current 
methods.

Mr. Paul Leicester Ford addressed himself 
some ten years ago to the history of the ‘‘ New 
England Primer,’’ a book much more in active 
use forty years ago than Mr. Ford seems to 
imagine. In successive papers and articles, 
ending in a book first issued in 1897, and now 
reissued ‘‘ The New England Primer,’’ Mr. 
Ford has traced this work back to its first 
germ as it appeared in London in 1679 and in 
Boston in 1686 by Benjamin Harris, whose 
“Publick Occurrences,’’ 1790, was the first 
American newspaper. With accurate scholar- 
ship and research, Mr. Ford traces the work 
through all its changes from its precursor in 
the primer of Henry VIII. to the last edition 
in 1886 and his book closes with a fac-simile 
of the earliest known ‘‘New England Primer.’’ 
Those debarred by the cost of his first issue 
have here an edition which should give every 
library in the broad territory affected by New 
England a copy of the ‘‘ Primer ’’ and its his- 
tory.

Mr. George Warrington Steevens is a 
Balliol man of about forty, who in ten years 
past has come to be held the ablest special 
correspondent on the English press. He has 
a keen style, as the Atheneum said of it, 
newspaper work carried to its best. He has 
gone everywhere and seen everything. His 
letters make books which as nearly as possi- 
ble intelligently sum the surface aspect of 
each country he visits. ‘‘In India,’’ does 
this for the Anglo-Indian Empire. Mr. 
Steevens has no keen sense of historical per- 
spective, past or future. He lives in the 
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journalistic ‘‘to-day.’’ Without attenuation 
he presents in this volume the corruption, the 
failures and the blunders of English rule in 
India, the Bengali Babu being justly scored. 
The past and the improvement on it even in 
the corruption he narrates, he does not con- 
sider or present. He gives fairly, fully and 
with accuracy the worst which is said and felt 
by the older and more astute members of the 
Anglo-Indian official hierarchy in regard to 
the two attempts, made under pressure from 
English public opinion, to educate the natives 
and give them self-government. No recent 
book on India gives this pessimist opinion so 
clearly, most books, speeches, histories and 


official documents being optimistic.

Ship-building has become in recent years a 
subject of wide public interest. But few ac- 
cessible reference books give the methods and 
definitions by which the displacement of ves- 
sels is calculated, their lines determined, their 
metacentric height found, their resistance in 
the water at various speeds ascertained, and 
the increasing horse-powers needed to reach 
their speeds. While these matters enter into 
popular discussion on the naval and commer- 
cial marine, few libraries of the ordinary size 
have any works throwing light on calculations 
which are in a way a trigonometry of three 
dimensions, instead of two. Mr. E. L. Att- 
wood’s ‘‘ Text-book of Theoretical Naval Ar- 
chitecture’’ is neither a large nor an expen- 
sive book, 292 pages, $1.90, and is primarily 
intended to meet the examinations of the 
English Science and Art Department on the 
subject, but it constitutes a very useful book 
of reference, whose mathematics are simple, 
and call for no more knowledge than is re- 
quired in a college entrance examination.

The Christmas number of Scribner’s has six 
notable short stories, two schemes in color 
which have been in preparation especially for 
this number during the greater part of the 
year, and other notable contents. Among the 
number is an important paper on ‘‘ Antarctic 
Exploration,’’ by Dr. F. A. Cook, the explorer, 
and Albert W. Vorse, the author of Esquimaux 
Tales. The latter writes of what has been 
accomplished in the little-known region. Dr. 
Cook tells of the possibilities of the future, 
and profuse and valuable illustrations from 
photographs are added. Another notable 
paper is Russell Sturgis’ discussion of the 
Dewey Arch. 

Sir Walter Besant begins in the Century a 
series of papers depicting life in East London 
as itis to-day. He writes asa novelist, and 
his heroine is a typical girl of the East End, 
whose career from birth to marriage is 
sketched with masterly hand. No one knows 
more of the life of the poor in London than 
the author of ‘‘ All Sorts and Conditions of 
Men’’; and no one is better known as their 
pictorial interpreter than Phil May, who col- 
laborates with Joseph Pennell in illustrating 
Sir Walter’s article. 


The Christmas Harper’s is replete with sea- 
sonable contributions and rich in fine illustra- 
tions. ‘‘The Man that Corrupted Hadley- 
burg’’ is full of broad comedy and feeling. 
‘* Dark er de Moon”’ is a droll and striking 
tale. ‘‘ Under the Vulture’s Wings’’ is a 
glimpse of India. ‘‘ The Death Fires of Les 
Martigues’’ is a story of Provence. ‘‘A Pup- 
pet of Fate’’ is a Christmas extravaganza. 
Among the contributors are Mark Twain, Vir- 
ginia F. Boyle, Stephen Crane, Julian Ralph, 
Sir Martin Conway, Sir Edwin Arnold, 
Howard Pyle, and Jesse Lynch Williams. 


Alleyne Ireland opens the Adantic with 
Briton anda Boer in South Africa, a clear, strong 
statement from the English standpoint, of the 
whole trouble. Hamilton Mabie has a search- 
ing review of Poe’s place in American literature. 
Jacob A. Riis concludes his papers on tene- 
ment reform, which he says must begin at the 
top. Henry D. Lloyd has a tribute to the re- 
sources of New Zealand. Alfred Brown, lay- 
man, discusses the causes of the decline of the 
ministry. Harriet Monroe pictures the scenic 
glories of Colorado. Mrs. Peattie treats the 
artistic side of Chicago. Lucy Donnelly has 


an essay ‘‘In Praise of Old Ladies,’’ while 
fiction and poetry of high quality complete 
the number. 





The new Lippincott reflects the Christmas 
spirit finely. The complete novel by Ernest 
Rhys, called ‘‘The Whistling Maid,”’ is a 
captivating story of love and war, the scenes 
of which are laid in Wales. A novelette, by 
William D. Howells, called ‘‘ The Magic of a 
Voice,’’ is an amusing tale of Upper New York 
State. Another subtle story by Flora Annie 
Steele is ‘‘The Perfume of the Rose.” 
Other features that will attract attention are, 
‘«The Real Star of Bethlehem ;’’ ‘‘ The Return 
of William Penn,’’ by William Perrine, widely 
known as ‘‘ Penn;’’ and ‘‘ Washington’s Death 
and the Doctors,’’ by Solomon S. Cohen, M.D. 
Edwin Markham, author of ‘‘ The Man with the 
Hoe,’’ contributes a strong poem called ‘‘ The 
End of the Century,’’ and there are other poems 
appropriate to the season. 


The Cosmopolitan has for a frontispiece 
‘‘Mina da Fiesole.’’ ‘‘The Mystery of 
Beauty,’’ by Edgar Saltus, illustrates its 
theme with reproductions of famous pictures. 
Charles A. Towne has an illustrated article on 
‘* Plans forthe World’s Fair.’’ WalterC. Hamm 
discusses ‘‘ Great Engineering Projects,’’ with 
maps. Conan Doyle tells of ‘‘ The Crime of 
the Brigadier.’’ Olga Nethersole tells, with 
pictures, of her struggles for success. Frank 
Stockton has a story called ‘‘ The Cot and the 
Rill;’’ and other contributors not less eminent 
invest the number with unflagging interest 
throughout. 


McClure’s Magazine opens with the editor’s 
introduction to the ‘‘ Life of the Master,’’ by 
Rev. John Watson, D. D. Edwin Markham 
sings the ‘‘ Song of the Muse of Labor.’’ Ray 
Baker has a most instructive illustrated paper 
on the ‘‘Movement of Wheat.’’ There’s a 
Christmas story—‘ Whistling Dick’s Christ- 
mas Stocking;’’ and ‘‘Bucks,’’ a story 
from a train dispatcher’s office, has the Christ- 
mas savor also. ‘‘The Adventure of Tiller- 
man McDermott’’ is a graphic story of a fire- 
man’s heroic work. Mr. Boutwell reviews 
the impeachment of Andrew Johnson; and 
there are short stories, poems, etc. 


Munsey’s exhales the aroma of holly and 
mistletoe. The illustrations are unusually 
fine. This number is also notable for the 
starting of a new serial by Henry Seton 
Merriman, entitled ‘‘The Isle of Unrest.’’ 
The departments of ‘‘In the Public Eye”’ 
and ‘‘ Literary Chat’’ have been well looked 
after, and in ‘‘The Stage” will be found 
thirty-eight portraits of players, including new 
ones of the Grau Grand Opera Company. 
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The Argosy opens with a complete novel— 
‘On the Trail of a Mystery ’’—which teems 
with startling adventure. There are install- 
ments of five serials short stories some of them 
apropos of Christmas, and several poems that 
will be widely quoted. Among the best of the 
short stories are ‘‘Unto the Fourth Genera- 
tion,’’ by Maud Howard Peterson, which tells 
how a bit of rosemary kept its meaning through 
two wars; and ‘‘ The Thirteenth Penny,” a 
homely romance of a miser, a street boy, and 
some particularly toothsome ginger cookies. 


Since its transformation into an illustrated 
periodical, the Ouvaker has developed a stronger 
charm for the reading public, and it has unques- 
tionably struck the right field in presenting 
special features that are strong in human in- 
terest. The best contributions this month are: 
‘* America’s Share in Grand Opera,’”’ ‘‘ Our 
Care of the Chief Executive,” ‘‘ Living and 
Working in Germany,’’ ‘‘ From the Window 
of a ‘Camelback,’’’ ‘‘A Western Feather 
Farm,’’ ‘‘ Some Ancestral American Homes,’’ 
“Football in 1899,’’ ‘‘ How Sharpshooters 
Are Made,’’ ‘‘ Adventure in Fiction,’”’ and 
‘Christmas in a Japanese ‘Godoun.’’”’ 


The Puritan is a practical-minded holiday 
number. ‘‘ What Presents Shall I Give ?’’ is 
a paper full of helpful thoughts. Of special 
bearing on this question are the two articles, 
“How to Decorate Your Own Fan,’ and 
“Novelties in Sofa Cushions.’’ ‘‘ How to 
Make and Operate a Miniature Theatre,’’ 
which will delight the children, is another 
paper that will come to many as a happy in- 
spiration. ‘‘ Christmas in Many Keys’’ tells 
how the day is regarded from various view- 
points; as, for instance, that of the family 
cook, of the blasé cynic, of Tommy, and all 
the rest. 

The frontispiece of Frank Leslie’s Popular 
Monthly is ‘‘ The Repose in Egypt,’’ from the 
celebrated painting by Merson. Other features 
are ‘‘Some Christmas Pictures,’’ an illustrated 
paper by Margaret Fernie Eaton ; ‘‘ Christmas 
Presents,’’ a story by Marietta Holly; ‘‘ Mrs. 
Mason’s Christmas Dinner,’’ by Margaret 
Sangster, and Joaquin Miller’s poem, ‘‘ At the 
Calend’s Close.’’ In addition there are stories 
and poems of strong literary interest, and the 
department of Marginalia has, as usual, varied 
charm. 


The timeliest article in Azuslee’s is Allen 
Sangree’s ‘‘Oom Paul,’’ which is at once a 
character study and an interview. Mr. San- 
gree’s estimate of President Kruger is marked 
with a spirit of fairness. He recognizes and 
makes clear to his readers the wonderful sa- 
gacity and vigor of the President of the Trans- 
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vaal, but he is also awake to defects in the 
character of the Boer leader. Other papers 
that give more of a Christmas flavor to the 
number are Zangwill’s Ghetto story, ‘‘ The 
Bearer of Burdens,’’ Katharine Tynan’s 
‘‘Christmas Ride,’’ Eugene Wood's ‘‘ Christ- 
mas in Minuca Centre,’’ and the ‘‘ Coming of 
Santa Claus,’’ by Mary Denburge. 

The New England Magazine is faithful to 
its local atmosphere, the frontispiece being a 
picture of St. Bodolph’s Church, Boston, while 
other illustrated papers treat of Boston or the 
vicinage. Yet the number is not without a 
broad interest. Marshall Snow has an illus- 
trated paper on English history in Canterbury 
Cathédral, and there is an attractive story, 
‘«Their Secondary Christmas,’’ by Howard 
Markle Hoke, with illustrations by William 
Hurd Lawrence. 


FAMILY. 

The Christmas number of the Ladies’ Heme 
Journal catches and flings back the Christmas 
glow from cover to cover. The frontispiece is 
a full-page conception of the Nativity, by W. 
lL. Taylor. Rev. Cyrus T. Brady tells what 
Christmas means in the far West. Sara Beau- 
mont Kennedy tells the story of Mistress Jasse- 
mine. A.B. Frost depicts ‘‘Coming Home 
for Christmas.’’ A new serial, ‘‘ Molly Dona- 
hue,’’ is begun by the author of ‘‘ Mr. Dooley.’’ 
Franklin Fyles describes the theatre and its 
people. Dan Beard illustrates a Christmas 
novelty for the boys. Albert W. Smith de- 
scribes a Christmas in Funnyland, with pic- 
tures. ‘‘Children of Jesus,’’ a carol by Harry 
Rowe Shelley, is given, with the music. Emma 
Hooper discusses dress goods as Christmas 
gifts ; and there are contributions from a score 
of editorial writers. 

The Christmas number of 7ad/e Talk con- 
tains an article on ‘‘ The Etiquette of Serving 
a Table,’’ by one of New York’s leading so- 
ciety women ; most excellent, simple or elab- 
orate directions for a Christmas dinner, as well 
as much other holiday lore, useful and enter- 
taining.

ELIZABETH BARRETT BROWNING. 


A Study of Elizabeth Barrett Browning. By Lilian 
Whiting, author of ‘‘From Dreamland Sent,’’ 
etc. With portrait. 191 pp. Indexed. 16mo, 
go cents ; by mail, 98 cents. 


It has been said that the picture of any pub- 
lic character’s life as seen through the eyes of 
an admiring friend is generally worthless, in 
that the tendency is to paint in the false colors 
of flattery. If this be true, then this study of 
Elizabeth Barrett Browning by Lilian Whiting 
is indeed a sorry and dismal failure. But in 
this conclusion we do not agree, for surely the 
student that goes into his work with enthusi- 
asm and joy is in the very nature of things far 
better fitted to get at its heart than he who 
approaches the same subject with cold-blooded 
indifference, or perhaps real antagonism. Par- 
ticularly is this so when the study is one of 
human life and personal characteristics. For 
who can be so well fitted to speak with author- 
ity, as it were, as he who has been in intimate 
and cordial relationship with the subject of 
the narrative, for to such it is possible to see 
and understand much that naturally would 
not arrest the attention of an unfriendly or in- 
different writer. To present a true picture of 
a man’s character it is necessary to be familiar 
with the little things, the daily occurrences of 
his life. We must see and know him under 
all conditions and circumstances, and, unless 
we love and admire him, this is denied us. 
So, if we desire to know and understand the 
man himself, we must study him as seen by 
the eyes of a known friend. 

Miss Whiting has done a labor of love in 
her study of Mrs. Browning. In Mrs. Brown- 
ing she is sure she has found the ideal woman. 
Her love and admiration are unbounded and 
sincere, and in this book her enthusiasm is 
contagious. The scenes of Mrs. Browning’s 
life and work have been religiously visited by 
our author in her humble endeavor to discover 
the feelings and promptings that inspired this 
or that poem. And her work has been well 
done. The book is unquestionably one of dis- 
tinct merit, and we feel that Miss Whiting has 
Teally mastered her subject; that she has, 
through her labor, given to the world the best 
study of Mrs. Browning to be found outside 
of Mrs. Browning’s own personal letters. 

That Mrs. Browning was indeed one of the 
most beautiful, sympathetic and whole-souled 
of women has been gladly admitted by every- 


one at all conversant with her life and work. 
She was indeed an ornament to that most 
beautiful thing in all the world—true woman-

SAINTS IN ART. 

By Clara Erskine Clement, author of ‘‘ A Handbook 
of Legendary Art,’ etc. Illustrated. 428 pp. 
Indexed. 12mo, $1.50; by mail, $1.62. Half

Pictures and statues of saints are so numer- 
ous and important that Mrs. Clement’s field in 
the present volume is a wide one. Her first 
point is very well taken, she claiming that while 
thousands of people visit the churches and 
galleries where these representations of saints 
are to be found, yet comparatively few com- 
prehend their true meaning, for the reason 
that the symbolism of the saints and sacred

art in general is but little understood. While 
the representation, therefore, may be enjoyed 
as a work of art, its more subtle meaning is 
lost upon most of us. All pictures of the 
saints are divisible into two classes. The 
first class is devotional, representing ‘‘ beings 
worthy of veneration simply as sacred person- 
ages; these may be in numbers or as single 
figures, but must be void of action.’”’ The 
second class consists of pictures ‘‘ where such 
personages are represented as performing mira- 
cles, doing good works, suffering martyrdom, 
or taking their part in any Scriptural or other 
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sacred story,’’ the latter being distinctly his- 
torical pictures. 

Pictures of the Virgin with the Babe, either 
alone or with angels and saints, form the best- 
known examples of the devotional class, 
Pictures of Paradise, the Last Judgment, the 
Adoration, etc., such as ‘‘ The Last Judgment 
of Orcagna’’ in the Campo Santo of Pisa, 
‘* The Paradise of Fra Angelico’’ in the Acad- 
emy of Florence, and Van Eyck’s ‘‘ Adoration 
of the Lamb’”’ in the Church of St. Baron at 
Ghent, are all fine examples of devotional 
pictures. 

Another class of religious art, votive pict- 
tures, includes those painted in fulfillment of 
a vow, either in gratitude for a past blessing 
or to avert future danger. Holbein’s ‘‘ Meier 
Madonna’”’ in the Dresden Gallery, is the best- 
known example of this class. Among his- 
torical subjects will be found the purely 
legendary, and a second class, in which 
Scripture and history are mingled. Another 
very important feature of the book is an 
explanation of the symbolism connected with 
saints in art, the knowledge of which makes 
sacred pictures much clearer to us. So 
Mrs. Clement continues, even explaining what 
colors and in what combinations have sym- 
bolical meaning. 

Many of the sacred pictures of the world are 
founded on some local legend, which needs to 
be known to make the picture clear to us; 
therefore Mrs. Clement takes up and explains 
in detail the most celebrated pictures of this 
class all over the world.

LUDWIG OF BAVARIA. 


The Romance of Ludwig II., of Bavaria. By Frances 
Gerard, author of ‘‘ Picturesque Dublin, etc. 
With fifty-four portraits and illustrations. 303 pp

Miss Frances Gerard, who has written the 
life of Ludwig II. of Bavaria, calls her book 
‘‘aromance.’’ The term is not happily cho- 
sen, for if we confine ourselves to bare his- 
torical facts, the reign of the ill-fated monarch 
who was the friend of Richard Wagner in- 
volves as its very essence a gloomy psycholog- 
ical study of the antecedent conditions of in- 
sanity. Ludwig’s early life was possibly a 
romance. The ardent, impressionable youth, 
with his beautiful face and his dreamy nature, 
attracting to himself everyone whom he met, 
full of glorious aspirations as to the artistic 
kingdom to which Providence had called him, 
might, indeed, have been a youthful Hamlet 
before the discovery of his father’s murder 
wrenched Nature out of its proper course. But 
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though the Bavarian king might have been the 
Royal Dane at first, he rapidly degenerated 
into a Nero, because he lent himself a ready 
prey to that most sinister of all passions, the 
passion for solitude. Miss Gerard’s book is 
not exceptionally well-written, nor, indeed, 
does it impress one with the ability of the 
authoress to give a reasonable presentment of 
her hero. It is discursive and superficial, 
laying the same stress on insignificant inci- 
dents as it does on the turning points of a 
career. But at least it is sympathetic, and, 
for that reason, interesting. It would be diffi- 
cult, perhaps, to describe such a curious reign 
and fail to attract a large body of readers.

A new book (the first in two years) by this 
popular author, whose work has so endeared 
her to young people. The story,concerns 
the adventures of a gay-hearted group of 
children who form themselves into ‘‘ The 
Dry Dock Club,’’ with headquarters in the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard. 

Jean, the heroine, is great-great-grand- 
daughter on one side of the capturer of the 
first English man-of-war in the Revolution, 
and on the other, of the author of the ‘‘ Star- 
Spangled Banner,’’ and lives on board the 
receiving ship ‘‘ Vermont,’’ of which her 
brother is captain, so has good reason to be 
the ardently patriotic little girl she is. Just 
before the outbreak of the late war, Lloyd 
Adams, another patriotic member of ‘‘ The 
Dry Dock Club,’’ goes with his family to 
Cuba, and, horrified at the state of affairs 
there, writes the club a letter ‘‘ which 
eventually found its way into the hands of 
the Chief Executive.’’ There are some 
stirring scenes in Cuba where Lloyd wit- 
nesses conflicts between Spaniard and 
Cuban, while even in the Navy Yard there 
are battles between the Drydockers, who 
pass unanimous resolutions that ‘‘ This 
Club support the Government,’’ and the 
“‘Mugwumpers,’’ who glibly retail grown- 
up criticism of the Administration. 

“There are several real people in this 
book,’’ confesses the author, ‘‘ some of them 
famous enough to be known instantly,’ 
and by her skill the others are made 
sufficiently real to form a narrative which 
will greatly please and interest children, and 
clearly present to them the principal causes 
and events of the momentous war with Spain.

Mr. Frank T. Bullen’s new 
book is avowedly an autobio- 
graphy. ‘‘I should hardly 
have dared,’’ he says, ‘‘ to try 
my hand on such a task but 
for the encouragement most 
generously and persistently 
given me by Mr. J. St. Loe 
Strachey, who urged me 
strongly to tell the public 
some of my experiences of 
sea life.’ It may thus be 
accepted as a picture on board 
average merchant ships in the 
early seventies—exceedingly 
hard, but not so utterly brutal 
as it has been described in 
other recent books of less 
certain authenticity. There 
are no stories of savage mates 
with knuckledusters and re- 
volvers, or of apprentices 
snatched up and thrashed with 
the knotted end of a yoke- 
line ; but the lodging of the 
men is as bad as possible, and 
the rations are generally both 
short and bad. In one ex- 
perience of the author’s they 
may fairly be said to have 
achieved a ‘‘ record ’’ of nasti- 
ness. Ina gale, shortly after 
leaving England, the casks 
of beef and pork, and two 
casks of Stockholm tar got 
loose, were all stove, and their 
contents well mixed up together. The casks 
were hooped togetheragain, new pickle was put 
into them, followed by the beef and pork, after 
the thickest of the tar had been scraped off. 
‘‘Tt was eaten,’’ the author says, ‘‘and before 
long we got so used to the flavor that it passed 
unnoticed.’’ To judge from the crews here 
described, it would seem that the proportion 
of Dutchmen and Dagoes was quite as large 
thirty years ago as it appears to be at the 
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present time. Statistics are said to show dif- 
ferently, but statistics do not always give a 
correct impression; they have, indeed, been 
described as the superlative of lies.

Caspar Whitney reveals himself as a careful 
student of politico-commercial conditions in 
“Hawaiian America.’’ This belongs to the 
series of hand-books dealing authoritatively 
with the present social and commercial condi- 
tions in the territories newly opened to Ameri- 
can enterprise. Mr. Whitney warmly advo- 
cates the expediency of developing Hawaii 
politically. He has faith in the ability of the 
ruling ‘‘missionary’’ class to govern the 
islands. He gives considerable space to an 
exposition of the labor conditions. Chinese 
and Japanese have flocked to the islands in 
large numbers as contract laborers, and he 
maintains that the former are the more desir- 
able immigrants. The natives are rapidly 
dying out, but Mr. Whitney lays stress on the 
fact that the children of mixed Hawaiian and 
European parentage are much sturdier and 
more intelligent than the full-blood- 
ed natives, and promise to be a 
most desirable element in the com- 
munity. He has studied the agri- 
cultural products with a special 
view to the chances for the suc- 
cessful investment of American cap- 
ital, and he devotes interesting 
chapters to the sugar and coffee 
industries. The book contains 
many illustrations from photo- 
graphs, and is furnished with an 
appendix giving a large number of 
valuable tables of figures.

JOHN SARTAIN. 

THE REMINISCENCES OF A VERY OLD Man, 1808- 
1897. By John Sartain. Illustrated. 297 pp.

Nothing akin to ‘‘ Egotistography ’’ is to be 
found in John Sartain’s reminiscences of his 
most useful life, which closed in October, 
1897. Of his own work, the helping hand 
and the wise guidance he gave to American 
art, he wrote in so modest a manner that one 
almost wishes he had mote particularly em- 
phasized them. For long years John Sartain 
stood among the first in the United States for 
his devotion to art, and he had fully edrned 
our respect and admiration. His influence 
exercised for over half a century had been of 
the very best, and such advance as we- have 
made in art is in no small measure due to him. 
John Sartain with his graving tool, perpetuat- 
ed the work of tke painter’s brush, and so 
throughout the country first came acquaint- 
ance and then appreciation. 

The reminiscences of John Sartain begin 
when he describes his child life in London, 
for he was born in London in 1808. He tells

Paul Du Chaillu, who knows so well how to 
interest young minds in his tales of travel and 
adventure in far-away, strange places of this 
world, has completed another book of the 
kind. Like its predecessors, ‘‘ Exploration 
in Equatorial Africa, ‘‘The Viking Age’’ and 
the other volumes of the series, the story of 
Chaillu’s journey into the upper Scandinavian 
wilderness is told ina pleasing narrative. His 
experiences and his descriptions of all he saw, 
of the manners and habits of the Finns and 
Lapps, all illustrated beautifully by M. J. 
Burns, make up a book that commands inter- 
est from beginning toend. In his introduc- 
tion the author writes: 


‘In the Land of the Long Night we shall roam far

GHETTO TRAGEDIES. By I. Zangwill, author of 
‘*Children of the Ghetto,’ etc. With a photo- 
gravure frontispiece, after a picture by Louis 
Loeb.

The central figure in the literature of modern 
Judaism, Israel Zangwill, gives in this volume 
the fruits of what might be called a wider and 
more Gentilic outlook. There are eleven 
stories in the volume. In these stories Mr. 
Zangwill deals with the orthodox Jew; his 
intensity of conviction; his scorn of the 
‘‘Meshumad,’’ or renegade backslider; his 
aversion to the Gentile faith; and, above all, 
the innermost home life of the average Jewish 
family in England, and also in Russia. Every 
story is a drama. 

The general point of view of Mr. Zangwill, 
in this latest flowering of his descriptive and 
analytic genius, is the desperate clinging of the 
orthodox Jew to a belief which stands among 
human systems of faith absolutely alone. This 


’ belief lacks a propaganda. In 


a sense it has no future save in 
so far as it is perpetuated in the 
increase of a single race. 

Time and space would fail to 
do justice to Mr. Zangwill as the 
seer and apostle of his race. I 
say apostle, for even if Mr. Zang- 
will be a liberal Jew, he inter- 
prets the jou sto of the modern 
orthodox Jew in letters of light. 
Whether he sympathizes or not is 
hardly the question. He drama- 
tizes the garb, the speech, the 
carefully retained customs, the 
picturesque racial traits of that 
unbending zealot, who, through 
ages of persecution, of wander- 
ing, of isolation, social, and, in a 
sense, political and commercial, 
from the rest of mankind, has 
never yet lost a page or sentence, 
a word, a syllable of the earlier 
voice of Jehovah to His chosen 
race. His religion and his race 
are inseparable, and, in a sense, 
indistinguishable. This fact is

Their 
love affairs are tragic and appealing, but a vein 
of grotesqueness—of unlikeness to ourselves,

Selected from the correspondence of the 
last fifteen years of his short life—from 1866 
to 1881—these letters are addressed to four per- 
sons to whom Mr. Lanier stood in close 
personal and literary relations—the first series 
to Mr. Gibson Peacock, the editor of the 
Philadelphia Lvening Bulletin, the second 
series to his wife, Mrs. Mary D. Lanier; the 
third to Mr. Bayard Taylor, traveler, poet, 
novelist and translator of ‘‘ Faust,’’ and the 
fourth to Mr. Paul Hamilton Hayne, the South- 
ern poet. Admiration on the part of Mr. Pea- 
cock for an early poem of Mr. Lanier’s entitled 
‘““Corn,’’ published in Lippincott’s Magazine 
in the winter of 1875, led to ties of friend- 
ship between the poet and his editorial 
critic. Mr. Peacock introduced Mr. Lanier 
to Mr. Taylor, the immediate occasion of this 
introduction being the impending celebration 
of the Centennial of our Independence, for 
which Mr. Lanier had written a poetical con- 
tribution—a cantata, or something of the 
kind—and for which two or three of the elder 
American poets had been invited in turn to 
write poems, Mr. Taylor being the only one 
who found opportunity to achieve that difficult 
but glorious feat. 

Poetry brought this Southern and Northern 
poet face to face, made them clasp hands in 
intellectual companionship, and is mainly the 
subject matter of the letters interchanged be- 
tween them from August, 1875, down to the 
death of Mr. Taylor at Berlin in December, 
1878. The Taylor-Lanier correspondence, 
which occupies about one-half of the present 
volume, is a memorial of kindly, sympathetic, 
generous, hearty, poetic friendship, the inter- 
est of which in spite of the temporary topics 
with which it was occasionally busied, is of a 
permanent nature.

THE EDUCATION OF MR. PIPP. 


By Charles Dana Gibson. Illustrated, Folio, $3.75; 
by mail, $4.12. 


The characteristic art of Charles Dana Gib- 
son has not been better exemplified than in 
this series of drawings. This is the third 
collection of Mr. Gibson’s drawings published 
in this form, and is in most essential 
ways the best. The conception of 
this typical American family—the 
commanding mother, the two tall and 
beautiful daughters and the funny 
little father meekly following in their 
train—is absolutely complete and is 
maintained throughout their varied 
European experiences with unfailing 
humor, with sympathetic observation 
and with a facility of invention that 
Mr. Gibson has never so fully shown 
before. While his people always fol- 
low certain well-marked types, the 
members of this delicious family have 
individual character and the pictures 
tell their story without the need of 
text. This relates merely to the 
subject ofthe drawings ; their execu- 
tion also shows the maturity of Mr. 
Gibson’s style. He has worked out 
his own method in black and white, 
influenced, of course, by Keene and 
others, but gradually developing a 
manner of his own, whose unessential 
peculiarities have had the most imita- 
tors. The method has not changed, 
but the mastery of it has grown more 
complete. It is stronger, firmer, 
surer, and has gained a wider adapt- 
ability and a more varied and at the 
same time more harmonious expres- 
sion. Some of these drawings display 
an easy mastery of line, the certainty 
of touch that says exactly what is to 
be said and no more, that assures 
the artist rank among the foremost. 
They are not all of even excellence, 
and one or two run into extravagance. 
But this is seldom, and on the other 
hand many of them are admirable in 
pictorial composition, and in not a 
few there isan expression of womanly 
beauty that isa true delight. There are thirty- 
seven of the large drawings in the volume, 
and each is faced by one or more single fig- 
ures, which may be sketches for the larger 
composition and nearly all of which have 
value. The modern processes make it possi- 
ble to reproduce these drawings in perfect fac- 
simile, and the rich printing of this book 
gives Gibson an advantage over his prede- 
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cessors, Leech, Keene, Du Maurier, and the 
rest who were dependent on the wood engrav- 
ers. No allowance that need be made for this, 
however, will lessen his distinction among the 
masters of social satire and the masters of 
black and white. Philadelphia Times.

This begins with the story of a boy who 
ranges over the snow-covered hills and plains 
of Montana after a wonderful stag, whose 
size and beauty is the talk of that part of the 
country. We are told how, although he does 
not find the stag, he finds a thousand things 
far better worth having than a pair of mighty 
antlers. He learns to know the meaning of 
the sights and sounds of the forest ; he knows 
how the deer evade their pursuers, and being 
himself pursued by a pack of wolves he 
knows how a hunted animal feels. An Indian 
teaches him wisdom, after the fashion of his 
tribe, and the young man’s education is 
thereby tolerably well completed; so well 
completed is it that when at last he meets the

nate victim’s innocence, but with a searching 
analysis of the frame of mind of those who, 
whether honestly or the reverse, were able to 
convince their minds of his guilt. 

Mr. Steevens does not say so in as many 
words, but the whole tone of his book indi- 
cates a belief in the wrong-headed honesty of 
Dreyfus’ military judges. If we put out of 
the question (though most people will find it 
dificult to do so) any idea of personal ad- 
vancement dependent on acquiescence in the 
wishes of their superior officers, even at the 
expense of an appalling miscarriage of justice, 
it is possible to believe that Colonel Jouaust 
and Company were hypnotized into taking in- 
sinuations and innuendoes as practical proofs. 
It is not difficult to understand how an obscure 
officer, with the rigidity of discipline always 
before his mind, and with an intelligence of a 
not very exalted order, should consider it in- 
conceivable that great men like Mercier, Roget 
and the rest should utter a series of lies and 
forgeries to protect themselves and obtain the 
conviction of an innocent man. The Dreyfus 
case involves nearly every human emotion, 
and Mr. Steevens’ book is the first, though 


which he exhibits in the very highest degree 
upon the present occasion. His descriptions 
are like the work of a strong impressionist 
painter, and whether he is drawing for us a 
picture of sleepy Rennes, of the weary vigil of 
the journalists waiting for the accused man’s 
arrival, or of the most moving scenes of the 
court-martial itself, he is equally admirable. 
Full of humor and observation, his sketches 
of the actors in the great drama itself cannot 
fail to be interesting. The immovable Mer- 
cier, ‘‘the Grand Inquisitor,’’ as he calls him, 
the venomous Roget, the feeble Gonse, Bertil- 
lon, the clever scientist with a ‘‘bee in his 
bonnet,’’ the luminous Picquart, the courteous 
Bertulus, the plucky Freystaetter, Labori, the 
genial, fulminating advocate, Demange, the 
hard-headed lawyer, and countless others, 
with last, but not least, Esterhazy, whom he 
never saw, the typical ‘‘condottiere,’’ who 
cannot be a traitor because he has no country 
—all these figures spring to life before us be- 
neath the virile pen of Mr. Steevens, whose 
book will be widely read by all whose feelings 
have been stirred by this appalling tragedy.

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ACTIVE SERVICE. 


A Novel. By Stephen Crane, author of ‘‘ The Red 
Badge of Courage,’’ etc. 345pp. I2mo, gocents; 
by mail, $1.02. 


In ‘‘The Red Badge of Courage,’’ Mr. 
Stephen Crane wrote of a war that he did not 
see ; in ‘‘ Active Service ’’ he tells us of a war 
that he did see, and which was not. Talk 
there was—Southern eloquence in comparison 
with which Daudet’s Tarasconnais are taciturn 
—and embraces, kisses of transport and 
patriotism, shouts and songs, but no fighting. 
Of all this opera bouffe campaign, which he 
went to report for a New York paper, Mr. 
Crane saw but one salient feature—the only 


one to be seen—and that was emotion mis- 
directed in the channel of talk. There was 
not even mismanagement, or bad leadership— 
nothing but a skyrocket that fizzled in the air, 
and came down a smoking stick. The romance 
of modern Greece has been effectively dispelled 
by the modern Greeks themselves. 

Having started out to tell a story about a 
war that was not a war at all, Mr. Crane was 
forced to find its main interest elsewhere. 
The war, therefore, is mainly one between two 
women, in which the good one wins in the end, 
though she, like some of the other characters, 
occasionally behaves in such a puzzling man- 
ner as to perplex the reader. This, however, 
is not an unforgivable sin in this instance, for 

the tale is told with vim and

flags not in interest. It deals 
with the adventures of an Ameri- 
can university professor, his wife 
and daughter, and a party of 
students, who went to Greece 
before the war and were caught 
between the two armies at the 
outset of the maneuvers, and 
with those of a newspaper corres- 
pondent, sent out by his paper 
to find them. 

Mr. Crane is unquestionably 
an artist. His descriptions of 
the correspondent’s perplexities 
and helplessness, in a country 
whose tongue he does not know, 
are vivid; as he expresses it, 
‘*talking through an interpreter 
to the minds of other men was 
as satisfactory as looking at land- 
scape through a stained window 
glass,’’ especially when the inter- 
preter became frightened at the 
nearness of danger, and trans- 
lated the information he obtained 
from officers as he listed, witha 
view to his own safety. Again, 
when danger really threatened, it 
was not in the dark of night, be- 
tween the two contending armies, 
with bullets whistling overhead, 
but well to the rear, from a mob 
that had not gone to war, but 
was armed to the teeth, neverthe- 
less. Mistaken for Germans, the 
Americans were surrounded by 
a surging mass of noble Greeks 
with rifles and things, yet not a 
shot was fired; the college boys 
laid about them after the manner 
of a rough football fight, in which 
all rules have been suspend- 
ed, and the Greeks—jabbered. 
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Mr. Crane has seen nothing in them but this, 
and his humor in describing it is contagious, 
though one cannot but feel a touch of pity for 
a nation that has thus degenerated 
from the ancestry of which it never 
tired of boasting.

DR. VAN DYKE’S NEW BOOK. 


FISHERMAN'S LUCK, AND SOME OTHER UNCERTAIN 
THINGS. By Henry Van Dyke, author of ‘Little

This is not a book to mark with criticism. 
The fact is that the critic would be disarmed

ing at discretion. It isa high entertainment, 
mingled with good counsel, and most valuable 
where the instruction is without design. The 
author tells what he has found in certain walks 
of life, and without seeking to trace search- 
ingly a relation therein to the heart of things, 
or sounding the depths of human life, he with 
a happy play of fancy weaves them with the 
universal thoughts of men and affords us 
pleasure and a steadying influence. 

These talks—the author uses the word— 
are as near to the spirit of dialogue as they 
can very well be, being so stimulative, and 
there is no style so good for such a subject, 
and for most subjects, as one which, like 
this, produces such an effect. The application 
of ‘‘ Fisherman’s Luck’’ to human life is a 
happy parable, happily worked 
out, and without any preaching. 
The robe the author has on was not 
fashioned in Geneva—much further 
back. It is the robe of old Izaak 
Walton and of Socrates, and of a 
greater than either. There is the 
love of the angler’s art of Izaak, the 
deep-sounding humor of Socrates, 
and the love of parable of the Great 
Master. We do not mean to com- 
pare the book with what either of 
these have said, but the same spirit 
is there, the wholesome human 
sympathies. Like such teaching, 
it is redolent too of the open air, 
hand and glove with nature, and 
therefore its influence must, even 
unconsciously, be tonic and healing. 

Of course, the book has the bene- 
fit of the author’s wide reading, and 
has some incidental criticisms which 
start questions, but the gist of the 
book is not in those, and, like the 
question of the hearing of fishes, 
they may remain open. We might 
mark, however, for instance, that 
when speaking of those distin- 
guished for skill in quotation he 
mentions Lamb, and Lowell, and 
Burroughs, and omits Hazlitt he 
makes a miss, for if those writers 
are mighty in quotation, Hazlitt is 
mightier than the mighty and has 
no superior. The author’s own 
quotations are happy—happier than 
some occasional phrase and simile. 
The angler and others will thank 
the author for his chapter on ‘‘ Fish- 
ing in Books,’’ a field, if we may 
judge by example, to the reader 
that is a reader worth cultivat-

THE NEW-BORN CUBA. 


By Franklin Matthews. Illustrated. 389 pp. 
$1.90; by mail, $2.15. 

In this book Mr. Franklin Matthews, 
who was for some time special correspondent 
in Cuba for Harper's Weekly, gives an account 
of the condition of the island as left by the 
Spaniards, and the various steps of recon- 
_Struction taken by our army officers and 
civilians. Highly interesting are the author’s 
detailed accounts of what has been done in 
the way of reform. An interesting chapter is 
devoted to the customs service, in which for- 
mer corrupt conditions are contrasted with the 
present business-like and efficient methods ; 
while reforms in the mail service, modern

dealt with one by one, and Mr. Matthews 
gives especial praise to three of our Generals : 
to General Ludlow for his sanitary work in 
Havana ; to General Wilson for his active and 
intelligent administration of affairs in Ma- 
tanzas, his popularity with all classes, and his 
masterly grasp of the difficult conditions 
there ; and to General Wood for his great and 
already well-known work in Santiago. Mr. 
Matthews quotes at considerable length from a 
mass of notes and documents placed at his 
disposal by General Wilson, shows the thor- 
oughness of that officer’s work and makes it 
clear that the United States has no more 
efficient public servant in Cuba than the 
General at present in command of the depart- 
ment of Matanzas and Santa Clara. There 
are chapters on the sugar and tobacco indus- 
tries, picturesque descriptions of the life of the 
island and numerous anecdotes illustrative of 
the character and disposition of the Cuban 
people. Mr. Matthews concludes, from his 
study of the situation, that annexation in 
some form is bound to be the ultimate destiny 
of Cuba. He does not believe that any trial of 
self-government will have much chance of 
success, but concludes that the full capabili- 
ties of the island can only be realized when 
the American flag stays there by the request 
of the people of Cuba themselves.

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THE MEMOIRS OF VICTOR HUGO. 

With a preface by Paul Meurice. Translated by John 
W. Harding. With portrait. 404 pp. 8vo, $1.90 ;

Paul Meurice, in his preface to the Hugo Me- 
moirs, states that the volume has a double 
character—historical and intimate; that the 
book is neither a continuous biography nor a 
record of events in logical order, but rather the 
haphazard setting down of striking incidents 
and occurrences in Victor Hugo’s long life: 


The life of a period, the nineteenth century, is 
bound up in the life of a man—Victor Hugo. As 
we follow the events set forth we get the impression 
they made upon the mind of the extraordinary man 
who recounts them; and of all the personages he 
brings before us he himself is assuredly not the least 
interesting. In portraits from the brushes of Rem-

brandt there are always two portraits—that of the 
model and that of the painter. * * * Victor Hugo's 
long and checkered life was filled with experiences of 
the most diverse character—literature and politics, 
the Court and the street, Parliament and the theatre, 
labor, struggles, disappointments, exile and triumphs, 

Meurice reminds us that at first Hugo was 
entirely the poet, and busied with purely liter- 
ary work, especially for the theatre. To this 
period belongs ‘‘ The Cid’’ and ‘‘ Hernani,”’ 
‘‘with its stormy performances; ’’ the actors 
with whom he was so closely connected, Mlle. 
Mars, Mlle. Georges, and Frederick Lemaitre, 
and his great interest in the Academy and its 
circles. ‘‘ Visions of the Real’’ comes next, 
which is probably the strongest and most in- 
teresting portion of the book ; especially ‘‘ The 
Hovel,’’ ‘‘ Pillage,’’ and ‘‘ Easter Daisy,’’ all 
strongly Hugoish and in his very 
best manner. ‘‘ Love in Prison’’ 
deals with social questions ina 
very strong but not quite at- 
tractive manner. 

Mr. Meurice’s preface, from 
which the above extracts have 
been made, is so much more con- 
nected, so much more coherent 
as a whole, than is the memoir 
itself, that no excuses need be 
made for quoting from it. Much 
of the memoir is of the greatest 
interest, but as a whole it is 
sketchy and fragmentary; much 
of it would seem to have been 
jotted down as a memoranda for 
future expansion, and yet the 
book is full of the most character- 
istic bits, sentences, or whole 
paragraphs that no one but Hugo 
could have written.

OBITUARY 


Miss Lucy ELLEN GUERNSEY, the author of many 
juvenile books, died in Rochester, N. Y., Novem- 
ber 3d. She was born near Rochester, August 12, 
1826, and began publishing stories in the early fifties. 
During the two decades between 1870 and 1890 she 
published not less than twenty-five novels and tales, 
many of them cast in the historic mould, and some 
of which are still in active demand, notably “‘ Lady 
Betty’s Governess,’’ ‘‘Irish Amy,’’ ‘‘ The Chevalier’s 
Daughter,’”’ and ‘‘ Winifred.”’ Publishers’ Weekly.

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FLORENCE MARRYAT (Mrs. Frances Lean), the 
daughter of Captain Marryat, died in London, Oc- 
tober 27th. From her father she inherited her talents 
as a novelist, and before she was eleven had written a 
story and illustrated it herself in pen andink. She 
was born in London in 1837. She first married Col- 
onel Ross Church, and later Colonel Francis Lean, of 
the Royal Marine Light Infantry. She wrote about 
fifty books, of which the more important were: ‘‘ Too 
Good for Him ”’ (1865), ‘‘ For Ever and Ever”’ (1866), 
‘* Her Lord and Master’’ (1871), ‘‘ Life and Letters of 
Captain Marryat’’ (1872), ‘‘My Own Child”? (1876), 
‘“‘A Harvest of Wild Oats’ (1877), and ‘‘ Facing the 
Footlights’’ (1883). In later years she published 
books dealing with spiritism, such as ‘‘ There is No 
Death ”’ (1891) and ‘‘ The Spirit World ’’ (1894). She 
was also for some yas prominent on the operatic 
stage, wrote several successful dramas, and was well 
known as an entertainer and lecturer. During 1872- 
1876 she was editor of London Society. Many of her 
books were translated into French, German, Russian 
and Swedish. N.Y. Times. 


CHARLES GRANT BLAIRFINDIE ALLEN, author and 
naturalist, died in London, October 25th. He was born 
at Kingston, Ontario, February 24, 1848. His early 
education was directed by his father, the Rev. Joseph 
Antisell Allen, an author of some note. Grant Allen 
was graduated at Merton College, Oxford, in 1871. 
In 1873 he became Professor of Logic and Philosophy 
in Queen’s College, Spanish Town, Jamaica, of which 
be was principal from 1874 to 1877. From the latter 
date until his death he lived in England. Mr. Allen 
began to write early, and soon established a reputa- 
tion as one of the most popular of scientific authors. 
He has been called the ‘‘ Darwinian St. Paul ’’ be- 
cause of his vivid, clear and captivating expositions 
of the Darwinian theory of evolution. Besides a mul- 
titude of contributions to periodical literature, he 
wrote many books, not only on science, but on his- 
tory, sociology and philosophy. He also published 
several novels, the earlier ones under the pseudonym 
of ‘‘Cecil Power.” His publications include the fol- 
lowing among others: ‘‘ Physiological A¢sthetics”’ 
(1877), ‘‘ The Color Sense ’’ (1897), ‘‘ The Evolutionist 
at Large’’ (1881), ‘‘ Anglo-Saxon Britain’’ (1881), 
‘Vignettes from Nature’’ (1881), ‘‘Colin Clout’s 
Calendar ’’ (1882), ‘‘The Colors of Flowers ’’ (1882), 
‘Flowers and Their Pedigrees’’ (1883), ‘‘ Strange 
Stories”? (1884), “‘ Philistia,’’ a novel (1884), “ Baby- 
lon,’’ a novel (1885), ‘Charles Darwin (1885), ‘‘ The 
Woman Who Did,’’ a novel (1895), ‘‘ The Evolution 
of the Idea of God” (1897), and a series of historical 
guides covering Paris, Florence, Belgium and Ven- 
ice.

Enthusiasm for humanity expresses itself in various 
ways. In the case of Robert Raikes it took the form 
of practical care for neglected children. That is 
common enough now, so common, indeed, that it ex- 
cites uo remark; but it was otherwise in the dull, 
selfish years which went before the close of the eigh- 
teenth century. But when the Gloucester printer 
began his work the Church cared as little as the world 
for what were called gutter-children—small outcasts 
of society, who, through no fault of their own, were 
given the cold shoulder by sleek, comfortable people 
of all classes and creeds. Robert Raikes might have 
pleaded the general neglect and quieted his con- 
science by the example of his betters; but if he had 
done so, he would have been by this time as com- 
pletely forgotten as any of the self-satisfied ecclesias- 
tics or magistrates who were ready enough to tell him 
not to be righteous overmuch. As it was, this worthy 
citizen of Gloucester felt that there was a discord in 
the music of the cathedral bells so long as any poor 
child within their sound could say, ‘‘No man careth 
formy soui.’’ So he arose, and that reproach became 
impossible. It was in 1780 that Raikes opened the 
first Sunday school. People twitted him, and would 
even point at him, with scorn, as Bobby Wildgoose as 
he went through the street with his ‘‘ragged regi- 
ment.’’ Long before he died, in 1811, the movement 
had not merely outlived reproach, but had grown 
quick and powerful in the land, and now its uplifting 
influence is felt throughout the civilized world. 
Half the charm of this book consists in the de- 
tailed account which it gives of Robert Raikes’s per- 
sonality and the opposition which he met with.
